School Districts 
All Show Increase 

Higher tax rates for Santa Ana 
elementary, high school and junior 
college districts were in prospect 
today as the board of education 
approved the 19.37-38 budget last 
night. 

The meeting at .school headquar¬ 
ters was scheduled as an official 
protest hearing, but no one showed 
up to object. 

Superintendent of City Schools 
Frank Hender.son announced that 
the figure for the coming year 
would be .$905,138.64, as compared 
to last year's $875,790.10. 

The difference is made up of a 
$20,000 incrca.se in the Edison 
school earthquake reconstruction 
program, larger persoohisl and 
higher .salaries. 

Auditor Harold Yost itemized 
the difference between district tax 
rates this year and last as fol- 
low.s: 

Elementary—1937-38, 50 cents; 
last year, 37 cents. 

High school-1937-38, 67 cents; 
last year 61 cents. 

Junior college- 1937-38, 19 cents; 
last year, 18 cents. 

In ca.se the board of .supervi.sors 
refuses to carry the schools funds 
this fall on anticipated income, a 
further increase in the rate may be 
neces.sary, Henderson said. 


Ci'l 7 Council Ups 
Local Rate 9 Cents 

A tax rate nine cents higher 
than that of last year was adopted 
by the city council last night when 
first reading was given to an 
ordinance fixing the rate. 

The tax rate for the ensuing 
fiscal year will be $1.59 per $100 
in assessed valuation, as compared 
with $1.50 for the past year. 

Beised on the new city budget, 
the tax rate is $1.49. However, 
the total rate, including the 10 
cents for aid to delinquent asse.ss- 
ment bonds, makes the total rate 
$1.59. 

The total city budget, as ap¬ 
proved and adopted by the city 
council, amounts to $709,288. This 
amount is $39,000 higher than 
1936-37. The major item of in¬ 
crease was made by a blanket 
salary increase of 10 per cent for 
all employes of the city. 

This made the total salaries for 
the fiscal year $336,743 as com¬ 
pared with $306,570 for the last 
fiscal year. 

Other items of increase are in 
capital outlay, aid to relief proj¬ 
ects and in the purchase of mate¬ 
rials and supplies which in the 
latter case is due to the increase 
in purchase price of materials.

Victory for state agricultural 
officials wa-s seen today as 928 
packed boxes of Valencia oranges, 
center of a hot court battle here 
two weeks ago, went to by-prod¬ 
ucts plants aRcr all. An inspec¬ 
tor's report showed a first test of 
37 per cent frost damage on 570 
boxes of the questioned fruit. 

Superior Judge G. K. Scovel to¬ 
day signed an order sending what 
remains of the fruit to by-products 
plants, under supervision of county 
agricultural officials, following a 
stipulation by Defense Attorney S. 
B. Kaufman when the oranges 
were found frost-damaged beyond 
hope of reconditioning, Thus Dep¬ 
uty District Attorney Harold Mc¬ 
Cabe was victorious in his battle 
to keep the fruit from being 
shipped. It was .seized July 4. 

Kaufman, representing several 
Anaheim packers and growers, 
fought bitterly to keep the 928 
. boxes from being condemned, as 
I asked by state inspectors, but the 
[. ended when the defense stipu- 
1 lated to reconditioning of the fruit. 
FRt:iT BADLY DA.MAGED 

Filed with the court order was 
the report of Joe Hightower and 
H. T. Walsworth, county inspec¬ 
tors designated by Presiding Supe¬ 
rior Judge H. G. Ames to watch 
the reconditioning process. Their 
report classed the fruit a.s badly 
damaged. 

Out of 578 boxes run through a 
fluoroscope at Von's Citrus X-ray 
I house, they reported, with 240 
j boxes run through a second time, 
i packers obtained only 100 boxes 
of tentatively - approved fruit. 
The.se 100 boxes then tested 20 
per cent frost damaged 5 per 
cent above the tolerance allowed 
by law. 

The 100 boxp.s then were taken 
back to the Western Fruit Grow¬ 
ers house where the lot was 
seized, the inspectors said, and 
hand-graded, leaving only 91 
boxes out of the total. These 91 
boxes then tested 19 per cent over 
20 per cent damaged, and 6 per 
cent over 40 per cent damaged, 
rejecting the lot.

One hundred thirty-five other 
boxes were put through a water 
.separator and fluoroscope, they re¬ 
ported, and all showed excessive 
damage. 

Edward Mills, Anaheim packer 
and central figure in the defen.se 
who is charged in a criminal com¬ 
plaint with shipping frost-dam- 
aged fruit from Pomona, told the 
inspectors, they reported, that he 
was trying to sell the fruit to 
by-products men for $27.50 a ton, 
but had been offered only $15.

Tubbs Issues Report 
On County Conditions 

Ranchers today were beginning 
their annual war on citrus pests, 
as early clearing of crops from 
orchards made it possible for them 
to begin pest control operations 
early in the season. 

Agricultural Commis-sioner D. 
\V. Tubbs today released his sur¬ 
vey of pest conditions, urging 
early treatment of red, purple and 
black scale. Following is Com- 
mis.sioner Tubbs’ report: 

“For some months it has been 
apparent that the pest control 
season in Oramge county would be 
late this year. The approximate 
opening date was earlier set at 
Aug. 1, and it now appears that 
both scale and fruit conditions, at 
least in most groves, are sati.s- 
factory at this time. This is the 
general condition in the county. 
In certain areas, particularly in 
the La Habra valley, treatment 
was started during the last two 
weeks of July and hats progressed 
with apparently satisfactory re¬ 
sults and no material tree or fruit 
injury. In other areas some in¬ 
jury was experienced with the first 
test shots prior to July 25, but 
more recent work has been satis¬ 
factory. 

"In the area lying south of the 
Fullerton hilis and west of the 
Santa Ana river, black scale is 
normally further advanced than in 
the area lying east of the river 
and extending into the Santa Ana 
canyon. Although the scale was 
light in hatching, fruit set has 
likewise been late, with so-called 
"June drop” still in progress as 
late as July 26 so that fruit and 
scale conditions apparently became 
satisfactory for treatment at the 
same time. 

BLACK SCALK j 

Parasites of black scale has ! 
been on the increase during the 
past few weeks. 'While little at- j 
tentlon should be given to this j 
angle as a promise of control, it 
must be remembered that all prog- I 
nosltcatlons must consider both j 
parasitism and climatic influence. I

Markel Urges Move 
For Zoning Aid 


In an evening devoted largely to 
matters of city planning, members 
of the council and planning com¬ 
mission last night put through a 
big volume of busine.ss. 

.Secretary Jules Markel of the 
county planning cornmi-ssion con¬ 
ferred with the city planners and 
the council last night on a pro¬ 
posal to employ a permanent ex¬ 
pert planner. He suggested that 
the cities of the county could join 
with the county in such a move¬ 
ment, 

Markel told the city officials 
that L. Deming Tilton, county 
planning consultant, has so much 
to do now in state and national 
capafdties that he finds it impos¬ 
sible to continue his woik here. 
However, Tilton plans to operate 
a planning service and has sug¬ 
gested that the cities of the county 
cooperate in financing the plan, 
which would cost the cities but 
little. 

CON.SULT OTHER CITIES 

The new service will be offered 
within the next month or two, 
Markel said. The plan is to bring 
in an expert planner who would 
devote all his time to the planning 
problems of the cities and county. 
Markel will take the matter up 
with the League of Orange County 
Municipalities. 

Santa Ana may be particularly 
lntere.sted in the plan, because of 
the desire of city officials to re- 
zone the city and redraft the city 
zoning ordinance. 

One of the planning matters 
which came up last night con¬ 
cerned the application of E. B. 
Moritz to conduct a foundry and 
machine shop at Central and 
South Main streets. His applica¬ 
tion had been held up because of 
the question of the desirability of 
zoning .South Main for heavy in¬ 
dustry. Moritz withdrew his ap¬ 
plication last night, saying he had 
found a more .suitable location 
farther .south on Main street. 

A petition signed by 14 prop¬ 
erty owners was sent to the coun¬ 
cil last night, protesting the ap¬ 
plication of .M. P. Cumberworth to 
build a <luplex at 1011 N. Flower. 
Another petition, signed by 10 
property owners, favored the pro¬ 
posal. Oral arguments were pre¬ 
sented for and against the plan. 
On recommendation of the plan¬ 
ning commi.ssion, it was decided to 
permit the duplex in the single 
residence district, provided the 
dwelling is set back 20 feet. 

An application from Mrs. G. V. 
Linsenbard to conduct a pottery 
shop in her home at 415 W. F’lr.-t 
street resulted in an order for is¬ 
suance of a temporary permit to 
conduct the business. 

The application of D R. Dickson 
to erect a duplex dwelling on the 
west aide of Ixtwell south of 10th 
street was sent to the planning 
commission, which recommended 
the property be posted for special 
use and a public hearing be held 
at the next council meeting. 

A request from H. E. Martin for 
permission to build a duplex on 
the north side of Bishop between 
F'lower and Shelton streets was 
considered at a public hearing last 
night. There being no protests, 
the application was granted.

In 
the case of the supreme cotirt 
measure, like other Townsemlites, 
the doctor believed it was the 
basis for possible loss to the 
people of their full power to have 
voice, in the determination of 
government and therefore he was 
against it.

Jules Strongbow, the Cherokee

"have questioned the value of that 
advertising. I still think it Is a 
s( 00 d idea, but since there have

Orange county tomato growers 
will be encouiagccl to know that 
two entomologists from the Al- 
hainbra station of the U. S. de¬ 
partment of agriculture bureau of 
entomology and plant quarantine

here trying out new and old in¬ 
secticides on In.sects, according to 
Ross E. Crane, ^lssistant fann 
ailvisor. 

Joe Wilcox from the station is 
working on dusts and sprays for 
controls of the tomato fruit worm, 
a very serious pest in the county. 
He has established plots in tomato 
fields in cooperation with the fol¬ 
lowing growers: William Greeley, 
Costa Mesa; Clarence Brown, .San 
.III an Capistrano, and Mitchell 
Brothers, Irvine. 

J. C. Elmore, well known to Or¬ 
ange county tomato and pepi)er 
growers, is working on tluats and 
sprays for control of the tomato 
pin worm. Spraying tomatoes for 
Insect control la a new practice 
in the county. An application of 
about 100 gallons per acre of va¬ 
rious insecticide solutions is being 
tried. 

A special sprayer was built for 
this experiment. Three rows are 
covered at a time, each row 
gettln.g the spray from four outlet 
nozzles. The sprayer is pulled by 
a team.

Half the thrill of getting an un¬ 
expected Invitation to a party lies 
in being able to say, “yea,” know¬ 
ing you can get there in Jig time 
looking fresh and pretty. 

Here are some quick, refreshing 
tricks that my friends have found 
useful. 

One girl, when she hasn’t time 
for a bath, drops off her ciothes 
and pats a delicately scented eau 
de coiogne over her entire body. 
The excess moisture is blotted 
away with a soft towel, then she 
applies dusting powder and fresh 
under garments, clean hose and 
bedroom slippers. 

Her next step is to moisten a 
pad of cotton in ice water or skin 
tonic (whichever is handiest at 
the moment) then dip It In a jar 
containing a special non-greasy 
cleansing cream which she spreads 
liberally over her face and throat. 
This contains stimulating ingredi¬ 
ents and is permitted to remain 
on the skin about two minutes. 
It is then removed with tissues 
and the skin is ready for make-up. 

She slips an oiled silk shower 
cap over her hair before she be¬ 
gins the cleansing and make-up 
routine so cream or powder does 
not lodge around the hairline. 

After cleansing she applies a 
cream rouge and blends it deli¬ 
cately Into her cheeks. Next, she 
powders liberally, and removes the 
excess with a soft complexion 
brush. 

A clean mascara brush Is used 
to remove dust or make-up from 
eye lashes and brows. 

She darkens her brows slightly 
with a pencil—because it is quick 
—then applies a small amount of 
eyela.sh and eyebrow grower, a 
browni.sh cream that gives her 
lashes body and gloss and makes 
her eyelids luminous. This is a 
trick worth trying if you ordina¬ 
rily omit eye make-up when you 
are in a hurry because you “haven’t 
the time to apply it properly.”

Barber’s itch, or imperigo con¬ 
tagiosa, is often considered an 
unclean dl.sease. Many a careful 
barber has suffered a slump in 
business when some man blamed 
him for the infection on his face. 
It is really not a disease of men 
and the hair on their faces. It 
is far more common among chil¬ 
dren, e.specially in the spring. 
School children and inmates of 
children’s institutes are the chief 
sufferers. The disease appears in 
varied forms and in the beginning 
looks so Innocent that no barber 
could recognize it. 

The dUsease starts as a little 
blister, which soon ruptures, pours 
out a pale sticky fluid which dries 
and forms a scab. The face, ears, 
neck and hands are most often 
affected. 'The disease spreads from 
the edges forming reddish blotches. 
The outlines of the lesions are 
irregular in shape and may spread 
over considerable surface. 

The disease spreads very rapidly 
in school. It is due to Infection 
of streptococci or staphylococci or 
both; and is carried from one part 
of the face to another by the 
hands and finger nails. Any con¬ 
tact with the diseased area may 
spread the infection. The use of 
common towels, soap, pencils or 
handkerchiefs will spread it. 

The treatment, if persistently 
and carefully carried out, is quite 
successful. The bli.sters and pus¬ 
tules are carefully opened with an 
antiseptic needle and the contents 
washed away with a warm solution 
of boracic acid. A dressing of 
from one to five per cent oint¬ 
ment of ammoniated mercury is 
thoroughly rubbed into the skin 
and covered with clean gauze. If 
not rubbed in thoroughly It may 
not reach the diseased area in 
the deeper skin ti.ssue. 

In adulLs, bathe the areas with 
a one to two thousand solution of 
bichloride of mercury and then 
rub in a five per cent ointment of 
ammoniated mercury. This should 
be done morning and night. Dur¬ 
ing the day, instead of the mer¬ 
cury, a powder is u.sed compo.scd 
of calomel, one draghm, boric acid, 
one draghm, and talcum powder, 
.six draghms. A common house¬ 
hold remedy is a mixture of ten 
grains of calomel to an ounce of 
lard or vaseline.

A delicacy to whet the dullest 
appetite is chicken, Veronique, by 
Dscar of the Waldorf. It is, he 
says, a dish he has often served 
to visiting royalty, and suggesteil 
for the “piece de resistance” of 
lavi.sh dinners. 

His recipe for six servings is: 

7 nice .squab chickens (boned 
and .stuffed with chicken 
forcemeat) 

6 ozs. sweet butter 

8 ozs. sklnneil muscats 

4 leaves of gelatine 

1 pt. chicken .stock 

2 eggs whites 

1 teaspoon finely chopped herbs 

Chicken forcement 

Make a stuffing using the meat 
of one squab chicken (for six 
chickens). Chop meat finely and 
put in saucepan .set in ice. Mix 
this with one-half amount of 
cream, little by little, seasoning 
with salt and pepper. Stuff srpiahs 
and roa.st gently with the .sweet 
butter for 20 minutes in medium 
oven. Set aside and cool. 

Beat the egg whites with gela- 
tine (already soaked) and chicken 
stock which has been put to boil 
in the roasting pan. When boiling 
add herbs (chives, tarragon, pars¬ 
ley). Sea.son to taste. Let boil 10 
minutes, strain, set aside. 

On the colli squab chickens, pour 
a certain amount of chilled jelly 
several times. In a special oval 
porcelein dish arrange the squabs, 
putting muscats around them. 
Decorate with truffle. On top of 
all pour balance of jelly, set to 
cool and serve,

Sensible Step in County Advertising 

One worth while elimination from the county adver¬ 
tising budget is the foolish and wasteful expenditure of 
funds in the Los Angeles Times and Long Beach Press- 

Telegram. 

The supervisors have been tossing away good tax¬ 
payer dollars for years and years under the odd belief 
that advertisements in these two newspapers would ef¬ 
fectively bring a horde of money-laden eastern tourists 
into the county to drop their gold. 

The theory was that the sucker Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce and All-Year club would spend hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to get the gullible easterners out on 
the west coast. 

And that the skimpy Orange county ads in the Los 
Angeles and Long Beach papers would skim the cream off 
the crop and bring the rich tourists scooting right down 
to Orange county. 

Of course, nobody can ever prove either that it did or 
didn’t work. 

But to judge from the type of advertisements which 
appeared in those two metropolitan papers, it didn’t work. 
Because it is hard to imagine that poorly laid out, me¬ 
diocre 2 by 4 sales messages could get anybody down here. 

Speaking as an individual experienced in advertising, 
we don’t fear contradiction when we say the county ads 
were as bad as the atrocious 8-year-old folder which the 
city dads sent to Denver with the Elks last month. 

Successful advertising simply doesn’t work that way. 

It requires modem well-written, well-illustrated, large and 
consistent space. 

Lopping off of the Los Angeles Times and Long Beach 
Press-Telegram advertising funds will save the taxpayer 
some $5000 next year, we understand. 

Chairman Willard Smith of the board of supervisors 
explains that he left the Times and Press-Telegram hand¬ 
out off the budget because he had received so many pro¬ 
tests about it. 

We congratulate Chairman Smith for carrying out the 
wishes of the voters. 

And we congratulate the voters who spoke up in meet¬ 
ing to point out the extravagance of wasting tax funds 
in this fashion. 

The path of progress vmuld he a lot easier if 
women didn’t have to worry every time science comes 
along with a new wrinkle. 

The Snare in the Path 

At the heart of the Wagner labor relations law there 
is the germ of injustice—and from this germ there is 
breeding a continuous and ever-widening horde of in¬ 
justices. 

Members of the American congress undoubtedly felt, 
when they adopted a law that permitted coercion on the 
part of one of the parties governed and refused that same 
right to the other party—labor and employer, respectively 
—that they were making a concession to injustice. 

They balanced their consciences, doubtless, with the 
thought that in many decades past labor had received the 
worst of it and was entitled to an advantage. 

How great an advantage, or how unjust, or how far- 
reaching its consequences, no national legislator nor even 
rabid partisan could have foreseen. 

The Wagner law does not work because it is lopsided. 
No law ever has functioned or can ever function that gives 
a palpably unfair advantage to certain individuals or 
groups governed by it. 

The fact that the law is in essence unfair is sufficient 
to throw it off balance far enough to work the ultimate 
serious harm not only of those it purposely penalizes, but 
also its beneficiaries. 

The Wagner law says to the employer, “Thou shalt 
not coerce.” To the employe it is silent on that point. 

Labor is riding high the.se days. It has definite and 
positive advantages through the working of world trends, 
through national political circumstances, and through the 
sheer force of its own numbers. 

It does not need and surely cannot want the further 
advantage of a law that is erroneously based, lacking 
justice and equity. 

Permanent or very long continued operation of such 
a law can mean only confusion worse confounded. 

Labor itself should be the first to see the snare that 
has been set in the path of its progress unconsciously by 
Its very best friends. 

There’s only one thing lacking in the soap box 
orator who fires "a shot aremnd the loorld.” _ That is a 
short-wave broadcasting statirm. 

Modern Caesars On The March 

Maybe we in America didn’t understand what was 
happening to Ethiopia last summer when Mussolini’s men 
moved into northern Africa and “conquered” that last bit 
of free territory on the Dark Continent. 

And maybe we don’t understand what is happening 
to China today as Japan invaders penetrate the northern 
border. 

But unless all appearances are deceiving, empire- 
hungry Japan, having already carved herself a couple of 
slices of empire off the flanks of poor, helpless China, is 
now going after the rest of the carcass. 

The modem Caesars are on the march. Let all who 
are in or near their paths prepare. 

Many a discouraged author will agree that a 
rosy future for royalty is just not in the books.
